That congress will not long re- 
main inactive if some decided action in 
not taken by the administration ii cer- 
tain. It is also true that the talk of an 
armistice caused a good deal of ill feel* 
ing.

ness without a break and without dra- 
matic incident, but no such quiet can 
be promised tomorrow, when tun nave1, 
bill is being considered. 


The day closed with a prospect that

CUBA'S 
INDEPENDENCE. 


Populists and Silver Republicans 


Unite in Demanding It. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.- -Representa- 


tives of the Populist and Silver Repub- 
lican elements in both the senate and 
house held an informal conference just 
before congress convened today, and 
outlined in a general way tbe policy to 
be adopted 
toward Cuba. 
It was 


agreed that the recognition of Cuban 
independence was the only course to 
pnrsue at thia juncture. 


Senator Allen and 
Representative 


Bell of Colorado were accordingly au- 
thorized ti introduce in the two bonnes 
a joint resolution embodying the con- 
ference views and indicating the line of 
policy adopted. 


The resolution as introduced by rep- 


resentative Bell follows: 


Resolved, By the senate and house of 


tepresentativee that the separate politi- 
cal existence and independence of the 
republic of Cuba, now and for some 
time heretofore maintained by force of 
arms, be and the same is hereby recog- 
nized as a separate independent na- 
tion. That the United Statea shall im- 
mediately intervene and put an end to 
the war now tains; waged on the island 
of Cuba and succor and release from ima 
prtc-Bment the people there concentrat- 
ed for the purpose of starvation and ex- 
termination. 
And for the purpose of 


carrying int i effect the provisions of 
this act and enabling the President of 
the United Statea to furnish such con- 
ccntrat3d people with food, raiment and 
medicine, the sum of $500,000 is hereby 
appropriated out of any funds in the 
Unite 1 States treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. 


Representative Ridgelr of Kansas, 


who also represented the Populist wing 
of tha house at the mBating, also intro- 
luced the same resolution, hut prefixed 
t with numerous whereases endorsed at 
the meeting and incorporated in the 
Allen senate resolution.

Should these demands be rejected, 


there ia tha highest authority for stat- 
ing that the President ocould not hesi- 
tate a moment aa to hi& future course, 
but would immediately lay tho whole 
record before coagresri and be guided by 
ita'inatructions.

Renewed Fighting With the Der- 


vishes. 


OAIIIO, March 31.—It is announced in 


a dispatch from Atbara that an import- 
ant reconnaissance was started by the 
Anglo-Egyptinn 
troops 
Wednesday. 


Ei^ht squadrons of cavalry, four Maxim 
pune, a battery of horae artillery, two 
battalions of infantry, and tbe whole of 
tho mountoii tronpa reuonnoitered the 
Dervieh position eighteen miles from 
Athnrs thia morniac and encountered 
500 of the onemy'e horsemen, whom they 
drove in, nnd pressing forward, found 
Mahaiond'e position in the heavy buah 
strongly entrenched, with pi|a filled with 
riflemen and protected with n thick 
zoriba. 


In the center was a small Mil with 


three tiere of entrenclimenta filled with 
spearmen. 
The whole position WHS 


swarming with Dervisnee ready for the 
attack. The artillery opened fire at 
1CC3 yards. The effect was apparently 
good, but it was difficult to judge to u 
certainty owinc to the thick bush. Tho 
Maximo aieo swept the front of the 
position, Thft Derviphes, however, did 
notreplp, evidently awaiting an attack 
at close quarters. Having ascertained 
the enemy's position, tberecoonoitering 
force i«tir£d, followed by the Dervish 
horeemen, who did not attack, bnt re- 
treated under shell lira.

The War on the Island to be 


Stopped by Armed Inter- 


vention. 


WASHINGTON, March 2\>.—Interest in 


tbe Cuban situation—tbe interest might 
almost be termed excitement, eo intense 


it—reached a climax in the pro- 


ceedings of toe senate today. Aa on 
previous-days of discussion of the Cuban 
question, thousands of people flocked to 
the capitol, only a few of whom, com- 
paratively, could gain admission to the 
gallerlea. 
, 


Within five minutes after the senate 


convened, Mr. Allen of Nebraska intro- 
duced a resolution recognizing the inde- 
pendence of tbe Cuban republic. Thia 
was followed by a resolution proposed 
by Mr. Rawlina of Utah declaring war 
dgainstthe kingdom of Spain. 


Mr. Poraker of Ohio then introduced 


a resolution declaring for such interven- 
tion in tbe Cuban war aa would brink 
about the independence of the islands. 
Following this came a resolution by Mr. 
Frye of Maine, demanding that Cuba be 
made free. 


The resolutions followed one another 


jo rapidly as to almoBtatuntheauditoro, 
bath senators and spectators. The gal- 
leries were in a commotion and the pec- 
pip were prepared for anything. 


Thia wo3 the condition when tbe Vice 


President recognized 
Mr. Mason of 


Illinois for hia announced speech on the 
President's message transmitting tD con- 
rreaa the findings of the Maine court of 
inquiry.

ASHiMiiOx, March 23.—A arena of 


intunfle interest waa presented in the 
Senate today when 
tbe President's 


mesaaRe, transmitting the lindinga of 
tho Maine conrt of inquiry, was re- 
ceived. 


The galleriea wera packed to the doora 


and the attendance of the senators wan 
quite ae largo as it had been at any time 
during the present eeeeion. 


Eager, to ascertain tbe full findings 


of tbe conrt, acorea of members of the 
houee, after the adjournment of that 
body, had hurried to the senate cham- 
ber and tbe floor was crowded with 
them. 


When the reading of the President's 


message wai begun, a hueh was eo 
marked all over the chamber that one 
might have heard a pin fall. 
Through- 


out the reading of the meFSftgo nnd 
QndiuKB of the court there wan not the 
slightestdemonBtration, 


Following closely upon the reading of 


the message cams the speech of Mr. 
Money of Mississippi upon liia recent 
observances in Cuba and the deduction 
from them which be had made. He spoke 
extemporaneously and bis vigorous and 
at times impassioned eloquence carried 
hip auditors in full sympathy with him. 


"Such negotiations are not perhaps 


imbecile," said he, "but their mutilhy 
ought to suggest itself to the commonest 
mind."

Uet for Dyea, accompanied by his wife. 
Uia homo-coming was a sad onp, hia 
wife having fallen a victim of tha epi- 
demic o! spia^l mcningotia now afllict* 
ing Dyea and vicinity. 


Mr. Wall had the bady o! his wife 


shipped to Fresno for interment in the 
family plot, accompanying the remains 
to attend the laat aad rites. 


In response to qneriea concerning the 


Dyea country and Fresno people aeen 
going in over the Ohilcoot pass, ilr. 
Wall made the following etatemeut: 


"I left Srtn Fraoiieco on February 


20th by the steAmabip 'Uiuatilla,' hav- 
ing purchr.aed tranaportatiou through 
to Dyea, bat was csuiuellad to disem- 
bark at Seattle and wait over four days 
and continue tha trio to my destination 
by the steamship 'Victoria,' 


"On arriving at Dyea, I found a (own 


of one-story ehantiea built on a low mnd 
ilat at ibe mouth of the Dyea river, 
donetng abont iive thousand people. 
There was a constant bustle and stir 
niuht and dav at Dyca, while I was 
there, men boine engaged in lightering 
the freight vessels and owners inhering 
their owu freight out of the pile whoro 
it ia promiscuously dumped by the 
atPamship companies. The 
prepara- 


tions for packing up the trail and over 
the pass all presented a aceneof activity. 


"There are a number of trading stores 


at Dyeaencapsd in supplying the Klou- 
dyke trade. Hotel accommodations, ao- 
called,caa be had at the rate of 50centa 
for a night's lodging and 50 centa for a 
plain, substantial meal. As onecoesup 
the trail from Dyea prices for every- 
thing increase proportionately. 


"At sheep camp, where I had intend- 


ed to locate, rough lumber sold for$jiO 
a thousand feet, rlour 10 centa a pound, 
beans 15 centa a pound, aud other food 
coiumudiiiua relatively the same. 


"WhiUuhoanow waa on tha ground 


TeiKhting from Dyea to the top of the 
Ohiicont pass by horse power and eteda 
coet ti,'i cente a pound. Ae soon as the 
snow melts, and sleighing becomea im- 
practicable, the freight will have to ba 
packed in ahnut eight miles by wagon 
road, nine milea by mule packing and 
the balance up the trail by manual 
labor. Thid latter mode will coat from 
18 to 20 centa a pound. When I left 
Sheep Camp there was a freight block- 
ade of over 100 toauiG of from two to aix 
horaea each, all carrying hundreds of 
tons of freight.

K-e Company ia inaugurating an enier- 
prije of the moat useful and far-reach- 
ing character here in the ahupe of a cold 
storage warehouae. The plant, situated 
OQ Q and Santa Clara fitreete, will 
net only mannfacture ica lor iucal con- 
sumption, but will, at ita present capa- 
city, bo able to fnrniah cold etorage at a 
temperature from 32 to 40 degrees for 
1500 tona of dried fruit and raisins. 


In view of the coming short crop oi 


fruit, thia ia of great importance to 
those having dried fruit on hand, as it 
CAR ba kept free from tbe effecta of 
heat and remain until the market da. 
mands it. It also enables the grower to 
warehouse his fruit at home at ratea 
necessarily much lower than prevail iu 
Saatern cities; eaves advancing freight 
charges, and teivea tbe money paid as 
warehoaae charges at homo. 
At the 


sumo timo it enables him to draw ad- 
vauces on hia warehouae receipts and 
deal directly with the cuatodiana of bis 
«oid3. Again, it makes him master of 
the market for the reason (hat fruit 
placed in cold Etorate in tbo Kast im- 
mediately is rated in ttiti market as 
'visible supply," which must basold, 
and this necessarily hamuiera down 
prices, which would not ba the caco 
were the Rooda stored here. 


It will also enable canneries to place 


ripe fruit iu Btornge and me it up at 
their loiaure with no risk ot its spailiun. 


It wilt also tend to centralize the fruit 


market hrre in Fresno, instead of acat- 
tfiring it all over the country, and, 
therefore, whenever tho buyer shall be 
compelled to come to Fresno for hlR 
dried and green fruit, the grower will 
realize much better prices and not be 
at thu mercy of Eastern jobbers.

Misplaced Switch—Engineer 


Hahn Injured. 


STOCKTON, March 30.—William Huff- 


man, eecond eldeet eon of C. U. Huff- 
man, a San Francisco capitalist and for- 
merly a well known farmer of Merced 
county, was instantly killed at 4.30 
o'clock thia afternoon ia a collision on 
the Sonthera Pacific track near French 
Cflmp, font milea from this city. Three 
pasaengere were hurt ia tha accident 
bat none seriously. They were Fzed A 
Grimm, a traveling man from Ohio, cu 
byglaes; J. A. Reynolda, Lurt ia the 
back; A. 0. Burnett, firemaa on the 
steamer Mary Garrett, raonlnR between 
Stockton and San Francisco, dialocatec 
shoulder. Engineer H. C. Hahn of the 
Freano fiyar train, with whom young 
Huffman waa running, was severely cu 
ia the right Bide bat not eerioaaly in 
jured, C. Cleveland, the Wells Fargo 
messenger on the flyer was elightlyhnrt 


The collision waa caused by the be- 


wilderment of fireman R. P.Stevens 
who was running with Engineer W. R 
Hatfield on a loose engine, on itfl way 
from Sacramento to Oakland. He threw 
a switch wrong and how he did it is on 
ly accounted for by the fact that he los 
bis head. 


The loose engine ran down to the aidi 


track at French Cauip several uiinutei 
ahead of tho time ior tbe Fresno flyei 
for thia city to reach that point, and 
went in on the aide track. Steven 
opened aud closed the Bwitch and while 
Engineer Hatfiold was encaged in oilinj 
his engine the fireman went off to th 
aide of the track and returned jast a 
the fast passenger train came along. H 
became confused and jnat at the paeaen 
ger engine waa within forty or fifty fee 
Of the switch he opened it and let th 
paaaenger train in directly on to his 
own engine. 


Engineer Uatfield saw the collision 


coming and jumped out of the way 
Engineer Halm and Firemen Huffman 
coald not escape U they bad tried, the 
collision followed so quickly. The fire- 
man was caught between the cab end 
the tender and hia neck was broken. 
Tbe engineer was also caught, bat not 
seriously hart. The engines: were tele 
scoped and badly wrecked, one of them 
being thrown over the embankment. 
The passenger train consisted of one 
coach, which was attached next to the 
engine, and a combination baggage and 
expreaa car behind. 
The paaeenRera 


were thrown over the teat's by the sud- 
den jolt aud a number of them were cut 
by the broken glass of tbe windows of 
the car and others bruiaed by being 
thrown forward.

man Huffman wae placed in a car and 
brought to this city, where it was pro- 
pared for shipment to the home of bis 
parents in San Francisco in the morning.

present. 


C. E. Huffman, father of the deceased 


fireman, is the originator of the Crocker- 
Huffman canal enterprise of Merced 
county, where ho owned vast tracts of 
land for many years. 


A few yeara ago wheu MB son Will 


expressed A deeire to learn railroading, 
the father urged him to turn hia atten- 
tion to Borne other business and offered 
him any necessary capital to engage in 
any enterprise he might choose, and it 
is eaid be offered the young man $15,000 
in cash to give up railroading, but the 
fireman determiaed to contiaae in his 
calling tbat was eo full of interest to 
him.

G. S. Brower is the Com 


plaining Witness, 


The ex-Foreman Accused of Lei 


ting a Contract on False 


Representations. 


M. II. Azhderian, formerly foreman 


for Captain W. A. Nevills, waa charge* 
yesterday afternoon by G.S, Brower, a 
contractor, with obtaining money by 
false pretenses, and District Attcrne; 
Snow iaaued a complaint to Brower npon 
which a warrant was issued in the 
Justice's court. 


Tbe case baa no direct connection 


with the Anhderian-Neville trouble, al- 
though it ia the outgrowth of a part of 
the matters on which the capitalist 
hia foreman are at a word a' points, 


Aa stated ia the RKPOBLICAN when 


John K. Azhderiau sued Neville for 
$25,000 damages for imprisonment in 
the Palace hotel, his brother, M. H. 
Aahderian, claioud to have a contract 
with Captain Neville, whereby Nevilla 
was to furnish him money to build an 
opera house, with the lower floor de- 
voted to stores, which was to be an 
ornament to tbe town of Jim town and a 
companion building to tho Captain's 
magnificent new hotel at that place. 


Ae security for the advancement of 


the money Azhderian was to deliver to 
Neviila his contract to purchase the lota 
in Jimtown where the building was to 
ba erected. Nevilla waa to get the title 
to the property aud waa also to be given 
Azhderian's life insurance policy aa 
security, besides other securities. 


Until those arrangements had been 


made it was Brower'a understanding 
that he was not to go to work. About 
the first of March Aiibderian came to 
him and told him, eo he stated in ob- 
taining the complaint, that he had 
made a mortgage to Neville aod that 
everything was satisfactory. 
Brower 


then proceeded with the work, and 
spent between $2500 and $2800 for lum- 
ber, mill work, labor, etc. The expen- 
diture is said to have ruined Brower 
financially, taking every dollar he had 
manBced to save. He spout it believing 
that Captain Nevilla would advascd tho 
money. 


Brownr proceeded to put 
np 
the 


Structure, aud when It leached tbe stage 
of erection which called fcr the first 
payment, he found that the money was 
not forthcoming. JIs ascertained that 
no mortgage had been made, and Cap- 
tain Neville would not pay for the 
bnildiuE. Azhderian went to San Fran- 
cisco to make Nevill? a tender of th« se- 
curities, eo aa to be ai>la to hold him to 
hia contract, and then he represented to 
Brower, according to tha contractor's 
statement to Mr. 8now, that everything 
was Buree:-.ble to Captain Nevilla and 
that tho money would be forthcoming, 


George E. Charch, who is attorney 


ior Azhderisn, yesterday made the fol- 
lowing statement concerning the arrest 
of his client: 
"I am very much surprised at the 


action of Brower in e wearing out a war- 
rant for the arreEt of M. H. Azhderian 
on & charge of obtaining goads under 
false preteaaea, inasmuch us Mr. Brower 
told me in my office but two or three 
days auo that the fault was chiefly his 
aad that of Hevill's architect. 
Brower 


took the contract for the construction of 
a building on some lots in Jamestown to : 
which Azhderian held a contract o f , 
purchase. Brower told me that Captain 
Neville ansnred him that he would ad- : 
vauce the money to him for tbe build- 
ing, but Brower admitted tbat Nevilli 
told nira not to go ahead uotil be let 
him know that everything was already 
and all right. Neville employed hia own 
architect in Stockton ta make the plane 
for tho building. 


"Some two or three weeks ago Brower 


said he rpceioed a letter from this archi- 
tect of Neville, tolling him everytbiui* 
wad arranged and to 20 ahead with the 
bmldinc. On tha ntrangth of thia assur- 
ance Brower said he went ahead with 
the building, considerinc the assurance 
the camfl as if it camo from Neville him- 
self, find, after 
working abontf two 


waeko, incurring much espenae for ma- 
terial and labor, Nevilla told him that 
satisfactory arrangements had not been 
nwia sad that he would not pny him. 


"This is Browar's iv.vn statement, 


from which it is clear that himself and 
"Novels' architfliit ara thn ones chiefly at 
fault. How, in the fans of these facts, 
he could have Azh'lfiritfn arrested is be- 
yond my comprehension." 


Tliero has been a rumor on the streets 


for the last few days tbat Azhderian had 
akipoed out and Konn to Mexico. While 
he is not in thia city, hig attorneys da- 
clare that he baa not left the state. Mr. 
Church said laat evening that he had 
no reason to leave and uvery reason to 
atav.

Smith claimed that ft man in Fresno 
named Kenney had nnruriRsed eome lots 
and that $50 was dim ft «hnrt time ago. 
Azhderian was io Jamestown, and, ac- 
cording to Smith, was instructed to col- 
lect thfl money. Smith naid that Konney 
paid the money, hut AzhdRrian De- 
clared that he didu't. Smith was look- 
ing up the $50.

It is an elaborate treatment 
f thii eobjact by the officers directly In 
barge and reviews the situation fully 
rom their standpoints. It is notewor- 
by that they do not seek to minimize 
he dreadful condition of these people, 
ut endeavor to show that they are 
oiog tbeir utmost to alleviate the 
liaery and misfortune which exist. 
General Blanco'a report ia in sub- 
tanceaa follows: 
"Inthe midit of the painful imprea- 
ion caused by the situation of the re- 
oncentrados, it ia some satisfaction, to 
ote the great improvement in their 
ondition aa compared with which it 
as four or five months ago. In re- 
jonse to the keen interest which the 
ome government has shown in the 
tatter, thia government haa endeavored

ien, women and children without work,

S. OLNEY'S DEATH 


Survived His Wife Only a 


Few Days. 


Had a Long and Useful Career' 


A Prominent Educator for 


Twenty-Five Years. 


Smith Olney, whose wife died on the 


21et instant, and whu was sick and un- 
sble to attend her funeral, died yester- 
day afternoon at bis homo on Clark 
street, after a brief illnesa of pneu- 
monia. He was taken with a eevere 
chill, followed by fever and congaation 
of thelnnge. the day bafora the death of 
hia wife. This was soon encceeded by 
cronpons pneumonia, from which he 
was nnable to rally. 


Mr. Olney WBB born iu Athens, Ohio, 


September 11, 1824. On the 22d of 
March, 1S43, he waB married to Miss 
Clarinda Downing, who, living bat a 
few hours more, wonld nave been his 
wife for fifty years. 


Of hia marriage one child waa the only 


issue, Albert D. Olney, the well known 
Fresno merchant. He wan a man of 
good education, having finished his 
studies at Antioch college, Ohio, after 
hie marriage. 


For twenty-five years he followed the 


profession of teaching, but after remov- 
ing to Fairbary, IllinoiB, in 1960. he en- 
gaged in the real estate and inenranca 
business, which he continued, except 
dnrine three years spent ae a soldier in 
the Union army, nntil coming to Fresno 
in 1894. Hia last yeara have befin spent 
in affectionate care o! his invalid wife. 


Mr. Olney wsa a man of positive and 


strong convictions, patriotic, rigidly 
hone*t, pincere even to binntnpfp, yet 
alwaya afiecttonate and kind.

I picked up the MAU-SI nurnb?r M tlie 


>n-(, the Fresno High School paper, the 
other clay, and road all oE it. I wanted 
to £86 bow the boys and girls are pro- 
gressing, to discover if eome of them 
perhaps have the literary gift and to try 
to determine juet what ronnd on the 
laJJer of meutal lirowth they IIHVB at- 
tained. Possibly the OH does not con- 
tain all of thia information, but 1 fancy 
that it conveys more of it than the 
young writers theruaehea suppose. At 
any rate, I passed a peasant half hoar 
in attempting to do exactly what I have 
indicated in thfl foregoing. 


I believe that the pupils' paper is, or 


may be, one of the most valuable feat- 
urea of High School work. An ability 
to express oneself clearly in more or leaa 
irreproachable EugHah ia one of tbo 
prime objects to be attained in any 
school of tine country. The study of 
grammar, word analysis and rhetoric 
does not in itself give this ability; the 
sciences may be adjunct 9 in the attain- 
ment of Piich an end, but they are noth- 
log mure.

Xor can the pupil always rely upon 


the teacher to much assist him in secur- 
ing a knowledge of English. An in- 
structor can give nothing which he does 
not possess, and it happens that English 
literature ia all but a closed book to 
many and many n pedagogue. It is a 
current Buying iu editorial rooms that 
the contributions of teachers and par- 
sons must be edited with particularly 
zealous care. The baying may not be 
entirely jaat, but any men who bas 
bandied many manuscripts knowe that 
it is not without a large amount of prov- 
ocation. A teacher may be as devoid of 
literary taste as a flah of feathers. 


For instance, not long ago my little 


girl brought to me one or ber juvenile 
essays in which ehe had need the ex- 
pression, "In tbis story Hawthorne tells 
of the lives, etc," Her teacher, in mark- 
ing it, carefully changed the present- 
tenee form of the verb "to tell" to the 
past-tense form, and Ehe maintained the 
same system of marking throughout the 
composition. I suppose sha had heard 
that Hawthorne was dead, and felt that 
he could not still he telling his story. 
But what sort of literary development 
am 1 toexpect that such an instructor 
can give to a child? None whatever, of 
course, 


Bnt while one teacher is capable and 


another ia incapable of leading a pupil 
in the wonderful path of literature, that 
way 13 closed against no child who would 
follow it, for the peerlesR instructors of 
all time are within his grasp. Let him 
turu to the books iu which IB preserved 
the work of the great masters of English. 
Shakespeare, Addison, Macau ley, Rns- 
kiii: Ilawthorne and a host of others — 
these are aa accessible to him aa they 
are to the civilized world. Let him 
read the works of each princes of litera- 
ture until ho fairly ia steeped in them, 
and imperceptibly, ind before he knowe 
itv he will have acquired a style which 
ahafl not be wholly vile. Then let him 
write, all of the time trying to detect 
and avoid hie delects, and iu the end 
the gift of literary expression shall be 
hie. 


And this, you young people of the 


high Hchool, ie the chief benefit that you 
may hope to attain by means of the 
Oirl, It givnc to you a vehicle of ex- 
expression to which the most pessimistic 
of critics meet be kind. Writs for it to 
your own betterment. If crnditiea in 
plenty crept into the March number, 
what elae are we to expect of those 
whose Sneers are bat learning to hold 
the t*enciL? Only, sea well to it that a 
little of the crudity goes with each pass- 
ing month. So much you owe to your- 
selves. 


But, heigho and heighol how the 


world does move] Thia Owl, typograph- 
ically neat and printed on real book 
paper with real type, takes me back to 
the old yellow echoolhonne and the 
knife-carved desk whence the teacher oc- 
casionally used to lift me. Did we then 
and there have school papera actually 
printed in each manner ae not to dis- 
credit the world of magazines? Verily, 
we did not. Our paper was of foolscap, 
and when Charlie had carefully written 
on it his leading editorial, Flora would 
follow with a written dissertation on 
"The Position of Woman in Ancient 
Eeypt," perhaps; Lucy's Bonnet to 
"Birdo of Spring," iu her very dain- 
tieet chirography, would be next in or- 
der, and eo it would BO until "School 
Notflfl" would end it all. Nay, nay, 
Pauline; it was not modern, our publi- 
cation, nor was it printed, but it did its 
work, and I think it was not quite in 
vain.

It knew not Raskin's pen.

With more than (31,000.000 
gold received or on its way since this 
movement began, with ample bank re- 
serves and treasury reserves and a re- 
demption of notes in all ways nearly u 
third smaller than in February, to date, 
with no stringency in the money mar- 
ket and sterling exchange weak, with 
the volume of business at clearing 
houses outside New York larger than in 
1892 by <i.9U thia month, and with fail- 
urea nearly 30 per cent smaller than in 
the eaiue month of 1892, there ie not 
much visible ground for panic, even if 
earnest efforts should fail to keep peace 
with honor. 


Warlike reports come every day, and 


stock operators make most of them, and 
yet the average of pricea of railroad 
stocks is $53.08 against $53,20 two weeks 
ago today. Nor have industrial opera- 
tions been perceptibly affected except 
where extraordinary buying for aome 
weeks past has made necessary a pause 
for breath, ao to apeak, except where 
unnatural prices had caused a halt be- 
fore the destruction of the Maine. Some 
decrease in new engagements wonld he 
expected with war apparently near, but 
aa yet scarcely any indication of de- 
crease for that reason ia seen. It ia 
diiiinult to take dismal views when the 
nation is surpassing all records in mar- 
keting products.

THK TESTIMONY. 


Every Incident of the Maine Affair 


Examined. 


HINGTON, March 28. — The im- 


mense mans of testimony taken by the 
Maine court of inquiry was cent to tbe 
senate today, and with the Prceident'o 
message and findings of the court refer- 
red to the committee on foreign rela- 
tions. 
Tho testimony waa taken on 


eighteen different days, the fourteenth 
day and over beine devoted to viewing 
the wreck. Every witnasa who was 
known'to have any information tha 
could throw lit;at upon the ereat dig* 
later was called to nive his testimony. 


The story of the destruction of the 


vesao! IB today not graphically given 
but in a manner which E>VBB all the ob- 
tainable facts. No technical detail is 
omitted. Every movement and inci- 
dent connected with the Maine from thu 
iime ahe left Key Weet until the last 
diver examined the wreck slowly aink- 
ing in the mud of Havana harbor ia 
given. 


ft ia a story intensely interesting to 


tbe people. Those who read it could 
have little doubt aa to whether there 
waa an internal or external explosion. 


Perhaps tho most significant testi- 


mony is [hat showing the bottom plates 
on the port aide of the ill-fated Maine to 
be bent inward and upward, a result 
that hardly could have followed any- 
thing aave an explosion from the oat 
aide. 


A maas of testimony is eubmilled 


showing tho care exercised on board the 
ehip by Captain Sigabea and his officer! 
and the apparent impossibility of acci- 
dent occurring by an internal cause, 
such as the heating of bunker, spon- 
taneous combustion or so many other 
theories were baaed. 


The teetimony of Captain Suabee is ol 


the greatest importance and perhaps is 
of more general interest then thnt ol 
any other man called. With great care 
and minuteness he qivea an account ol 
the management of the ship, how ahe 
was handled, how she sailed into Ha- 
vana, and what he knew about it, and 
in fact every point upon which the gov- 
Hrnment and the country desires to be 
informed. 


Nothing in Captain Sigebee's report 


shows that the anchorage w&s changed 
or that it waa considered dangerous by 
anyone. 


Second in importance to the testimony 


of Captain S'-cabee is that of Eoeign 
Powelson, who had charge of the divers 
and knew from day to day what the 
divers fonnd.

ORCHARD^ PESTS. 


The Horticultural Commis- 


sioners' Report. 


Recommendations for the Protec- 


tion of Fruit Trees- 


Spraying Urged. 


Tho report of tbo Horticultural Com- 


missioners; was filed yesterday with 
31erk J. B. Johnson for presentation to 
tbo board of Suporvtsore at the meet IDE 
nest month. The body of the report is 
as follows: 


"We are glad to Bay that the spraying 


of orchards thid year, eo far, is beiCK 
done in a very satisfactory manner all 
over the county. 
We find very few 


;ascaof where noticea have been served 
to epray orchards but that the ownera 
bave readily complied with the order. 
Wo will again eee those who have not 
sprayed and have them do tbe work. 
Fruit growers should aee that it is to 
their advantage to spray, aa the inspec- 
tors of ail counties in thj state intend to 
watch closely for fruit infested with 
worms or ecale and have it destroyed aa 
unlit for human food. 


Mr. Rose reports tbat he hue found 


tho codlin moth already out, and we 
would advise orchardtata to commence 
spraying the tirat of April on all varie- 
ties of pear and apple trees tbat are in 
condition for spraying at the timo. The 
spraying should he done after hloBEoma 
drop and before tbe frnit turns down- 
ward. A second application should be 
given about sixteen days after the first. 
In eome cases it ia wall to spray the 
third time in about three weeka after 
the second spraying. 


"The paria green should be at leaet 50 


per cent pure, aa we find that much 
trouble baa come from impure paria 
green,1 much of it not standing 15 per 
cent. 


"We find in our examination of or- 


chards since tbe last hard frosts that in 
almost all caaea fruit orchards <*>n light, 
eandy soil are damaged much more than 
those on heavy land. 


"Red spider will aoon commence to 


batch in many orchards as the foliage 
cornea on, and by using sulphur as soon 
aa it is seen it can be checked at once 
and ebould he looked after, at mnch 
damage ia done the treea as well aa al- 
lowing the fruit to burn. Through tbe 
kindness of Alexander Gordon we were 
allowed to collect from his citrus trees 
a number of larvae of tbe ladybird, 
which we put iu glaia jars, and in about 
twenty-one days thereafter bad quite a 
lot of ladybirds, a few of which we have 


organizations of the city 
for their ] pot out in the country, and a good many 


~- 
on tho citiaa trees m thia city. It will 
not be long until there will be plenty to 
clean all the trees in this city. 


"It will be well for the vineyardiete to 


be on the watch for tbe cutworm, aa this 
haa been a favorable season for them, 
and the chances are they will be here in 
great numbers. 


"Ad to tbe thrips we still think there. 


ia but one proper time to fight them and 
that ia in the month of January. The 
tibme of tbe thripa ia tbe vineyard, and 
at that time of tbe year they will be 
found there and owners by cleaning up 
and plowing under all leaves and clean- 
ing off all rubbioh will do away with a 
good percentage of tbem. If anything 
is to he done in this way all tbe owners 
ahould clean up, ae when tbe thrips get 
to flying they go with tbe wind and 
aoon get on vineyards that have been 
cleaned. 


"We will get through with our work 


for tbe season by the first of April, at 
which time we will stop work nntil tbe 
fall unless we are called on and can ba 
ol uae to tbe orcbardist or vmeyardiat."
